NEW FRENCH CABLE 


Company Wants to Land Its Line at 
Cape Cod, Mass. 


LANDING MAY BE PROHIBITED. 


**Lon« Fisherman* Ursd. 
Baltimore, April 17.—James S. Mof- 
fit, the original “ Lone Fisherman” in 
Kvangelino. died here yesterday at the 
Johns Hopkins hospital after an illness 
of four weeks. 


Attention of Senators Called to Restric­ 
tions In a Pending 
Hill—Threats of 
Retaliation — Republican* and Demo­ 
crats Agree to a Plan For Reorganiz­ 
ing Pom lult tee*. 


W a sh in g t o n, April 17.—The French 
embassy here is actively assisting the 
French telegraphic cable company in 
efforts it is making to lay a new cable 
from Brest, France, to Cape Cod, Ma.^s., 
which shall take the place of the old 
cable laid IS years ago. 
For this pur­ 
pose the attention of senators hits been 
called to the restrictions which a pend­ 
ing senate biii will place upon the 
French company. 
This bill prohibits 
the landing of new cables without the 
previous consent of congress, and it is 
claimed to be directed mainly against 
the Freuch company. 
The cable has 
boeu partly laid and it is said that the 
care requisite iu laying a cable makes 
it necessary to take advantage of the 
coming summer weather iu order to 
make the lauding at Cape Cod. 
The French company has submitted a 
protest to the senate committee on com ­ 
merce, and a strong intimation has been 
made to senators from official French 
sources that if the Freuch company is 
denied entrance to this country then 
there w ill be strong probability of re­ 
taliation by the French government 
against the four American cable com­ 
panies eutenug France. 
The poiut is 
urged also that the cable line to France 
would be an important m ilitary and 
strategic line to this country iu the 
event of trouble between the United 
States and Great Britain, as all other 
trails-Atlantic cable lines pass over 
Brifisii tviritorT. 
The statement presented to the senate 
commerce committee points out that the 
Freuch government is a friendly repub­ 
lic; that 4,000 American pupils are re­ 
ceiving their education free at the gov­ 
ernment s schools in France, and that 
as 
France 
has 
never discriminated 
against American companies congress 
should guard against legislation “which 
may be considered by the French repub­ 
lic as injurious to the interest# of its 
people.” 
Mr. Biame, when secretary of state, 
took decided grounds against allowing 
foreign cable companies to laud their 
eabl*« in this country without permis­ 
sion. 
It is said that iu the course of 
the present controversy it has been 
stated that if the Freuch company at­ 
tempted to laud its cable at Cape Cod 
the state department would interpose 
force, if need be, to prevent the laud­ 
ing. 
Another international 
phase of 
the subject is in couueotion with a pro­ 
posed new German cable company. 
It 
is said that the senate bill is aimed at 
the German rather thau the Freuch 
company and is iu some measure de­ 
sign« d as retaliation for the restrictions 
against American life insurance com­ 
panies doing business in Germany.

While resisting the entry of two dee- 
perate and determined robbers, and 
during a heroic but futile struggle to 
protect $150,000 or more in money and 
securities in the compartments of the 
open vault of the Great Falls National 
bank of Soniersworth yesterday, Cash 
ier Joeeph A. Stickney was struck down 
and brutally murdered near the desk 
which he had occupied for years. After 
killing Stickney the murderers ran­ 
sacked the vault and fled with all the 
cash it contained with the exception of 
a $5 gold piece. 
As near as can be es­ 
timated about $6,000 was taken, but it 
is possible that the loss will consider 
ably exceed this sum, as no one but the 
dead cashier knew the exact amount 
that was in the institution at the time. 
The robbers after knocking Stickney 
down with a blackjack cut his throat. 
The most remarkable feature of the 
robbery is the fact that $100,000 in 
bonds of the United States, which were 
kept in one of the drawers of the big 
vault and which the robbers evidently 
examined hastily, were 
not 
taken. 
Neither w as any of the negotiable paper 
and securities of the bank—in fact noth­ 
ing is missing except the cash. 
The 
men made their visit to the bank at the 
busiest part of the day in the locality 
whore the bank is situated, aud so com­ 
pletely and thoroughly did thi»y accom­ 
plish the robbery that only an uncer­ 
tain clue and a very meagre discription 
of thorn was obtailiable.

Attention of Henators Called to Restrie- 
tion* In a Pending Mill—Threats of 
Retaliation — Kepubl lean* and Demo* 
orals Agree to a Plan For Reorganis­ 
ing Committee*. 


Washington, April 17,—The French 
embassy here is actively assisting the 
French telegraphic cable company in 
efforts it is making to lay a new cable 
from Brest, France, to Cape Cod, Mass., 
which shall take the place of the old 
cablelaid IS years ago. 
For this pur­ 
pose the attention of senators has been 
called to the restrictions which a pend­ 
ing senate bill w ill place upon the 
French company. 
This bill prohibits 
the landing of new’ cables without the 
( previous consent of congress, aud it is 
j claimed to be directed mainly against 
I the French company. 
The cable has 
: been [tartly laid aud it is said that the 
I care requisite in laying a cable makes 
it necessary to take advantage of the 
coming sum mer weather in order to 
make the lauding at Gape God. 
The French company has submitted a 
protest to the senate committee on com ­ 
merce, aud a strong intimation has been 
made to senators from official French 
sources that if the French company is 
denied entrance to this country then 
there w ill be strong pro bilbi m r of re­ 
taliation by the French government 
against the four American cable com­ 
panies entering France. 
The point is 
urg**d also that the cable line to France 
woald Be an important military and 
strategic line to this country in th*? 
event of trouble between the United 
States and Great Britain, as all other 
trails-Atlantic cable lines pass over 
British territory. 
The statement presented to the senat® 
commerce committee points out that the 
French government is a friendly repub­ 
lic; that 4,000 American pupils are re­ 
ceiving their education free at the gov- 
em in eu ti schools in France, and that 
as

never 
discriminated 
against American coin pa ii en- congress 
should guard against legislation “ which 
may be con-idem ! by the French repub­ 
lic as injurious to the interests of its 
people.** 
Mr. Blaine, when secretary of state, 
took decided grounds against allowing 
foreign cable companies to land their 
ctbl'tt in thin country without permis­ 
sion.

Cashlsr Stickney Murdered and All th* 
Cub Taken. 
Sombre worth, N. H., April 17.— 
While resisting the entry of two des­ 
perate and determined robbers, and 
during a heroic but futile struggle to 
protect $150,000 or more in money and 
securities in the compartments of the 
open vanlt of the (treat Falls National 
bank of Somersworth yesterday, Cash­ 
ier Joseph A. Stickney was struck down 
and brutally murdered near the desk 
which he had occupied for years. After 
killing Stickney the 
m urderers ran­ 
sacked the vanlt and fled with all the 
cash it contained w ith the exception of 
a $5 gold piece. 
As near as can be es­ 
timated about $6,000 was taken, bat it 
is possible that the loss will consider 
ably exceed this sum, as no one but the 
dead cashier knew the exact amount 
that was in the institution at the time 
The robbers after knocking Stickney 
down with a blackjack cut his throat 
Tho most remarkable feature of the 
robbery is the fact that $100,000 in 
bonds of the United States, which were 
kept in one of the drawers of the big 
vault and which the robbers evidently 
examined hastily, were 
not 
taken. 
Neither was any of the negotiable paper 
and securities of the bank—in fact noth­ 
ing is missing except the cash. 
The 
men made their visit to the bank at the 
busiest part of the day in the locality 
where the bank is situated, aud so com­ 
pletely and thoroughly did they accum 
plish the robbery that Duly an ancor 
tain clue and a very meagre discretion 
of them was obtainable.
